FAVOR MEMORIAL 


Proposal to Erect Monument For 


Soldiers Meets Approval of 


All Candidates 


IS NOT A PARTISAN ISSUE 


Many Write Letters Telling of Their 


Views and Some Even Favor 
Special Legislature Session. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 20—The 


proposal to establish a state war 
memorial in Indiana is meeting with 
the approval of practically all of the 
candidates who nre seeking; prefer- 
ment in the coming primary. 
It is 


universally conceeded 
that 
the 


movement is not a. partisan issue and 
those who are taking the lead in 
seeking the building have made every 
endeavor to dodge anything: that 
smacks of partisanship in appealing 
to public sentiment. 


Among the candidates who have 


written 
to state Legion 
officials 


7>ledging their assistance are \Varren 
T. Mi-Cray of Kentland, candidate 
for the republican nomination for 
governor; John Isenbarger of North 
Man Chester; Mason *J. Niblaek of 
Vincennes, and James K. Risk of 
Lafayette, candidates for the demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination. In 
addition to these men TV. G. Oliver of 
Franklin, and Lewis S. Bowman of 
Richmond, deputy auditor of state, 
both candidates for the republican 
nomination for auditor of state, and 
David K. Si-o'tt of Linton, candidate 
for the republican nomination for 
treasurer of state, have indorsed the 
project. 


Mr. McCray declares in his letter 


that he is very much interested in 
the establishment of a memorial, al- 
though he expresses some doubt as 
to whether it should be considered 
at the expected special session of 
the legislature, he declares he would 
lrt> iii favor of immediate legislation 
on the matter if'it will not. tend to 
prolong ihe session. 


"I am somewhat in doubt as to 


whether this should come up at the 
special session or should be carried 
owr until the next regular session," 
he writes, "but I am in favor of the 
project and if it could be done at 
the special session, provided one is 
called, without prolonging the ses- 
sion too much, I would be in favor of 
it~ being passed at that .time." 


In addition to Mr. McCray anoth- 


er G. O. P. gubernatorial candidate, 
.1. \V. Feslev of Indianapolis, 
has 


urged the erection of such a build- 
ing in practically every speech he 
has made. 


"I shall be glad to lend every as- 


sistance that T can" writes Mr. I-seii- 
barger, "and any bill that the Legion 
may introduce I shall be glad to help 
in any way possible. Whenever you 
think I 
can be of any assistance 


command me." 


Mr. NiMack stands for an early 


session of the legislature to act on 
the memorial. 


"I am very much interested in the 


establishment of a state war me- 
morial to commemorate the deeds of 
Indiana's sons in the world war," he 
declares in a letter to Legion of- 
ficials. "I 
wish that I might be 


serviceable in procuring this at the 
jiroposed special session of the gen- 
eral assembly or at the regular ses- 
sion next January, in case the meth- 
od should unfortunately be put off 
until that time. 


"A practical memorial of the kind 


proposed would, I believe, meet the 
encouragement and support, of all the 
men 
and women of 
Indiana and 


would be useful and an object of 
pride for many .years to come." 


Mr. Risk declares Irhat the me- 


morial must be adequate to meet its 
requirements; that it must be "a 
memorial to those who gave their 
Jives in" the interest of human liberty 
and a warning to those who do not 
respect law and order." 


"I believe the state of Indiana 


should anil will do its full share in 
providing this memorial," Mr. Bisk 
•writes. "Indiana will certainly not 
turn a deaf ear to the appeal. I 
know the people throughout the state 
•will deal generously with the prop- 
osition and I am sure Marion county 
and the city of Indianapolis will co- 
operate." 


"The American Legion should have 


the help and support from all good 
citizens, for what- they stand for has 
made America what it is today," Mir. 
Oliver writes. "Another thing I feel 
that is sometimes overlooked by 
.some citizens is that had it not been 
for the boys that are now in the 
Legion we would not be in a position 
as a government,' to build memorials 
or anything else for we might have 
been under an autocratic regime in- 
stead of under tie Stars and 
Stripes."
